The foUowing is an inter- 
view with Smith to clarify and restate 
his apposition to the intervention in 
Viet Nam. 

Do ym approve of intervention in 
Vie I Nam? 

'*No, because the people in Viet 
Nam do not seem to care about the 
ihreat so why should the United States 
concern itself to the extetit that it 
has." 

DO yon approve of Uie denionstra- 
lions against the policy in Viet Nam? 

"Yes, I do because the demonstra- 
tions are the outgrowth of healthful 
difisention which is the only way de- 
mocracy can or will survive,'' 

M1iat di> you think of those who burn 
iht*ir draft cards? 

"While I disapprove of the action, 1 
admit that they are protesting what 
they consider unjust and unconstitu- 
tional and they have the right to do it, 
h burning the cards they have not ac- 
tually destroyed the U^S. policy* but 
they have destroyed the symbol which 
connects them to that policy.*' 

Do voii fee! that the demonstrations 
m disruptive to the workings of the 
government? 

"No, if the governmental officials 
ace concerne<^ over the situation, maybe 
they will be forced to examine the rea- 
sons for the demonstrations. The ac- 
tions are overly publicized, but the 
pablicity is of the wrong kind because 
the news is treated as sensationalism 
insteiid of as honest objection.*'

"Smoking is a per- 
sonal thing and should be controlled 
only when it produces a situation un- 
desirable or unsafe for the people 
around," he said.

ment of freshman Earline Burke in 
regard to the rules on etiquette. 

Other comments by students in- 
cluded Rick O'Hara, freshman, 
think that the rules are good, but 
they are not enforced and therefore 
are not effective."

folk songs_.

n IS of Ehe greatest concern to the free world and to both Chinese and Ru£. 
sian segments of the Communist world as well. Viet Nam is the battiegroun<| 
of the world and has been one of the prime targets of Communist aggressi^ 
for the last ten years. 

Hgw important is this war in Viet Nam? Why are we so worried about such a 
little piece of real estate so far away? The importance of Viet Nam, and the 
obligaUo^i to help defend it, transcends by far the very lives of its 13 million 
people. Half of the world lives in Asia, and if we lost Viet Nam, we will have- 
tost that half. We have already lost Laos and Cambodia to the Communists; 
Viet Nam is all that is left of former Indo-China. U we lose it, Thailand and 
Malaysia (including Singapore) will be seized by China, and it will then con^ 
solidate its hold on Indonesia. These areas alone have almost as many people 
as the United States. In defending Viet Nam we are defending all of Asia that 
there remains to defend, and in fact, all of the free world. 

With American servicemen dying in the rice paddies of Sooth Viet Nam, 
what are the feelings here at home about the U. S. policy in Viet Nam? A 
smaiJ minority of students and teachers across the country are involved in a 
rash of *'sit-ins,*' marches, '^teach-ins/' picketings and demonstrations again^ 
St our stand in Viet Nam. Some believe that the U. S. should practice a policy 
of isolation and stay completely out of foreign affairs. Many are sparked by the 
draft to protest. And still others are caught in tihe frenzy of the demonstrations 
and have no basis for their protest ^ save that of conformity. 

Not all the students who took action were against S. policy, howevtr 
S. News and World Report'' tells of students at New Mexico State Uni^ 
versity who donated blood for use in Viet Nam as a protest against "unpatri* 
Otic actions by other student groups." More than 2,000 students and faculty 
members at the University of Michigan sent President Johnson a telegram sup- 
porting the nation's foreign policy. 

Unless Americans are so naive as to be blind to the spread of Communism 
in the Far East through war during the last quarter century, they should know 
that the spread of the Marxian Doctrine is not prevented by running away from 
aggressors during the early stages of conflict. "Rally around the flag, boys/* 
for if we abandon the strife in Viet Nam, we abandon the right of a people to 
peaceful self-determination, and that is the very cornerstone of our democracy-
